The 
new proposal, thus, is nothing more than a “soak the new 
car owner” plan to bolster the revenues of the state, along 
with the counties, wliich get the in lieu tax money.

NO ONE challenges the fact that more money is needed 
for urban, suburban and country highways. Traffic conges¬ 
tion is a pressing problem in most of California’s cities and 
suburban areas, and many freeway^ are becoming so 
crowded that transport on them is iittle better than it was 
before the super-highways were constructed. 

However, there is such a thing as overtaxing the motor¬ 
ing public beyond the point where the motorist, who more 
and more is depending on his car to help earn his living, 
can afford to pay. And the big question, which has to be 
considered along with proposals for increased vehicle taxes, 
is whether or not the public has yet reached the point of 
no return where the motor car will be tremendously over¬ 
taxed. 

For many years, the state of California has rejected 
sales taxes on food, contending food is a vital necessity, 
and relieving the less wealthy class of paying taxes on com¬ 
modities. It would appear that a different philosophy is 
indulged so far as motor vehicles are concerned, for an 
automobile has become just about as much a necessity as 
food in this modern age. 

Consistency is not a long suit of the Legislature, how¬ 
ever, so late model cars probably will have to go on footing 
the bill for the older automobiles, until the late model 
owners rise in wrath and protest.
